REGULATION 


FOB THE HARBOUR OF CURACAO. 


Art. I.—lmmediately aftertbe arrival of j 


every ship or vessel in this harbour, they ' 
shall be obliged to rig in the jiband flying 
jib-boom, andlay the sprit and top sprit-sail 
yard on the deck, or fasten the s?mc fore 
and alt under the bowsprit, on forfeiture of 
a penalty of Three Pieces of Eight. 


Art. 2.—No ship or vessel shall be al- 


lowed to be removed withoutthe previous 
knowledge of the Harbour Master, nor lay 
in any other place than that pointed out to 
them, by or in behalf of the HarbourMas- 
ter, on pain of Five Pi< ces of Eight, be- 
sidesbeing liable for any damages that may 
be occasioned in consequence of such re- 
moval. 


Art. 3.—Of every ship or vessel laying 


to unload at the wharf,repoi t shallbe made 
to the HarbourMaster as soon as the cargo 
is discharged, so that a place may be allot- 
ted to them, agreeably to Art. 2. on pain 
ofThree Pieces ofEight for every day that 
such ship or vessel shall continuelaying at 
the wharf wilhout permission. 


Art. 4.—No ship or vessel shall be al- 


lowed to take in any cargo at the wharf, 
■ 
without the previous knowledge of the 
Harbour Master, on pain of Teu Pieces of 
Eight. 
, 


Art. s.—No ship or vessel in this har- 


bour shall be allowed to throw ballast or 
any other sinking substance overboard or 
on the wharf, but shall have the same car- 
ried to any of the private wharvesor klips, 
or to the place pointed out by the Harbour 
Master, on forfeiture of One Hundred Pie- 
ces of Eight. 


Art. 6.—Neither shall it be allowed to 


any ship or vessel in this harbour to throw 
the carcasses of dead animals of any Te" 
cies overboard, or on the wharf, or there 
to let them lay, but on the contrary shall 
be obliged to cenvey and drag them out- 
side ofthe harbour, free from the lee point, 
on forfeiture of Fifty Pieces of Eight. 


Art. 7.—Neither "shall it be allowed to 


boil or heat any pitch or tar on board of 
any ship or vessel in this harbour, nor on 
the whaif; nor to bream or scorch any ships 
or vessels in any other place than at one 
of the private wharves or klips, where all 
this shall take place, on pain of Twenty- 
Five Pieces of Eight. 


Art. 8.—From no ship or vessel in this 


harbour shall it be allowed to fire with guns 
or small arms, on pain of Twenty-Five 
Pieces of Eiffht if it happens in the day 
time, and of One Hundred if after sun set ; 
these penalties are forfeited when any gtm 
or small arms have been fired without shot, 
butfiring with shot, whether in the day time 
or after sun set, the penalty shall in such 
case be One Thousand Pieces of Eight. 
No vessel, even provided with a privateers 
commission, or letters ofmarque, isexclud- 
ed from thisprohibition ; and consequently 


no rsaluie from any ship or vessel (except a 
vessel of war) shall be allowed, without the 
Governor General's permission being first 
asked and obtained, 
and report thereof 


made at the Fiscal's Office. 


Art. 9.—No ship or vessel shall be al- 


lowed,after Ibe evening gun, nor before I lie 
morning gun shall have been fired, to burn 
or kindle any fire, 
on pain of Twenty- 


Five Pieces of Eight ; and on an equal 
penally no light shall he allowed alter the 
evening gun but solely in the Master or 
Captain's cabin, or in a lanthoin on deck 
upder the awning;. 


Art. 
10.—If there is a fire engine on 


board of any ship or vessel, the same shall 
be kepi in goud order, and with the 
ne- 


cessary fire buckets fin ietl on d« ck by sun 
set, on pain of Fifty Pieces of Fight. 


Art. 11.—On board of every ship 
or 


vessel in this harboura proper watch shall 
be kept at night, from the evening to the 
morning gun, to consist of not less than 
two or thieemen, according lo the extent 
of the crew, and when hailed by any round 


I of the Harbour Mas-er, or any «thti com- 
petent authority, to answer that they are 
alert, on pain ofTell Pieces ofEight, when 
no watch is kept, and of Three Pieces of 
Eight when kept, but not answering after 
having been lw:ce hailed. 


Art. 12.—The Captains or Masters, and 


in tlit ji absence tin Matesorcommanding 
deck Officers, «re hereby made responsible 
for all riots oi fghtirg on board, aid thai) 
be obliged if tie Fiscal, Harbour Master, 
or 
other corn", etent person or authority, 


interferes to restore order, immediately to 
point out the guilty, and deliver him over, 
on pain ofFifty Pieces of Eight, exclusive 
of the action which the Fiscal may have a 
right to institute. 


Art. 13.—Pio Sailoror Mariner standing 


on the roll tinder tbe rank of Mate, and 
beinga fm eigner, shall be allowedtoremain 
on shore after sun set, without being fur- 
nished with a writtenpermit from hiscaptain 
or Mate, in which must be stated the day 
and date when such permit was granted, 
and the name ofthe ship or vessel to which 
he belongs; such permit, however, not to 
be given or to extend beyond the evening 
gun, as it shall not be allowed to any Sailor 
or Mariner, aforesaid, to remain on shore 
after gunfire, nor after sunset until gun fire, 
without a permit as aforesaid; and if found 
on shore with or without a permit afterthe 
limited periods, he shall be apprehended, 
and forfeit Three Months Wages,exclusive 
ofthe costs of detention, which will 
con- 


tinue until that penalty and costs shall have 
been paid. 


Art. 14.—-The Captains or Matesof the 


three last entered square rigged vessels, 
(hermaphrodites comprehended therein,) 
shall be obliged, as often as it shallbe re- 
quired of them, by or on behalf of the 
Harbour Master, and within the space of 
ten minutes, to send a boat or sloop, with a 
Mate or other deck Officer, and not less. 


than four men, to tbe muulhofthe harbour, 
to afford assistance to the entering ships, 
under the direction of the Harbour Master; 
and in case of need they shall be further 
obliged to lend, a tow-line hawser, or cable, 
according to circumstances ; and in the 
event of damage thereon, the same shall be 
borne by the vessel so entered, and for 
whose assistance the same shall have been 
used, at the valuation of the Harbour Mas- 
ter. 
Tbe penalties which are to be for- 


feited in case of non-compliance with this 
article, are 
as follow :—Ten Pieces of 


Eight when the boat or sloop shall have 
airived too late at the appointed place, or 
shall have retired as considered dismissed ; 
Twenty-Five Pieces ofEight when a boat 
or sloop is not sent, manned as a foresaid, 
to the appointed place ; and One Hundred 
Pieces of Eight in case 
of refusal 
or 


designed negligence to lend the required 
tow-line, hawser, or cable. 


Art. 15.-—ln the event offire in the har- 


bour, or on one of the wharves, there shall 


i nt from all ships and vessels, asfar as 


lies in their power, men, buckets, ship- 
hooks, hatchets, painters,and otherneedful 
implements, for the purpose of quenching 
the fire, cutting and putting the vessels in 
safety, and in every respect to assist, under 
the direction of the Harbour Master, on 
pain of One Hundred Pieces, of Eight, 
exclusive of suchaction as the Fiscal shall, 
for neglect or unwillingness, think proper 
to institute. 


Art. 16.—Tbc Captains or Masters, or 


any others exercising the command during 
tin ir absence, shall not be allowed tosuffer 
any work to be done on board of their 
vei-sels m Sunday or any other holiday, 
without having first obtained the permission 
of the Fiscal, on pain of Twenty-Five 
Pieces of Eight, which pet mission when 
asked for in urgent cases, will be granted. 


Art. 17.—No Captain or Master of any 


foreign vessel shall be allowed lo dismiss 
or discharge any of his crew, without the 
previous knowledge ofthe Fiscal, and will 
have to conduct himself in this respect 
agreeably to proclamation issued to that 
effect. 


Art. 18.—The Masters of vessels enter- 


ing the haibour shall, previous to their 
going from on board, deliver the letterbag 
or letters which they may have brought 
along, to the Upper Searcher, or to the 
person exercising his office ; and ifthe letter 
bag i3not sealed, the Master shall seal up 
the same, with his own seal, and put the 
loose letters together in a bag, which he 
shall seal up al=o, under a penalty of Two 
Bits for every such letter not delivered by 
him as afoie?aid. 


Art. 19.—The penaltiesherein establish- 


ed shall be shared or divided in tbe fol- 
lowing manner, viz. one third for the Co- 
lonial Chest, one third for the Councillor 
Fiscal, and the other third for the Denoun- 
cer. 


Art. 20.—ThisRegulation shallbe trans- 


lated into the English, French, and Spanish 
languages, and in those, as well as in the 


Dutch language, be printed, and copies 
thereof, inthese different languages, hand- 


ed to the Harbour Master, to order to 


deliver a copy to the Captains or Masters 
of vessels, who are already in the harbour, 


or afterwards may come in, on payment ot 


such sum as shall be fixed upon, for print- 
ing expences, which the Harbour Master, 
in manner agreed upon by separate reso- 
lution, shall have to account for. 


Art. 21.—The Captains or Masters, and 


intheir absence the Mates, shall beobliged, 
at least once a month, to read thisRegu- 
lation to the crews of their vessels, so far 


as it concerns them. 


Art. 22.—A1l Captains or Masters, as 


wellas their Crews, will be obliged to abide 
by, and to conduct themselves in confor- 
mity to all otherregulations, ordinances, 
and proclamations respecting them, in so 
far as they are not altered by this Regu- 
lation, on pain as therein statuated. 


Art. 23.—The Council reserves to the 


Colonial and Commercial department, the 
power of making such alterations, ampli- 
fications, dimunitions, or even the right of 
entirely annulling this Regulation, as the 
same, for the welfare of this Colony, shall 
think meet.

SPANISH COLONIÉS. 


(From the Liverpool Courier.) 


There can be no doubt that the cause of in- 


dependence it making progress in the Ameri- 
can colonies of the Spanish empire. 
It no de- 


pendence were to be placed upon the military 
advantages claimed by the independents or 
upon the statementthey have put forth respect- 
ing their forces, we might conclude that the 


cause is in forward movement, from the anxie- 
ty discovered by the court óf Spain to arrest it. 


She has sent over, and is sending over, troops; 
but they haveachieved little. She has employ- 


ed the mediation of the Portuguese 
govern- 


ment ; and now, suspecting, perhaps, the sin- 
cerity of that power, she solicits the mediation 
of other European powers. 
The rumour 
is, 


that the mediation of Great Britain 
is that 


most earnestly solicited ; and on this account 
we are desirous of making some observations 
on the question. It is. a subject of deep mo- 


ment, both as to the principles it involves, and 
its connexion with very important national in- 
terests and relations. 


We think it incontestable, that the right is 


on the side of the colonist. 
A series of bad go- 


Ternment, of neglect, of oppression, has, in our 
View, quite broken the obligation of tbe colo 
nies to the Spanish crown. 
We have opposed 


ourselves wilh teal, and, perhaps, 
sometimes 


with warmth, to that base and restless faction 
among ourselves, who, under pretence of re- 
form, seekrevolution. 
Nothing can too seve- 


rely characterize men who, 
in the full posses- 


ionof liberty, know not how to enjoy it; men 
who, having attached themselves to the for- 
tunes ofa foreign usurper, made him the heroof 
their hopes and wishes, until they were pervert- 
ed into a desperate hostility to their own go- 
"vernment, and have been ready to circulate 
every kind of deception, to practice in every 
possible way upon the credulity and passions 
of the lower classes, in order to effect its over- 
throw by insurrection and rebellion. 
But the 


reason wby we have opposed the reformers-, 
end unveiled their character and projects from 
time lo time, is, that we love liberty ; not, as 
we have been slandered, that we are its ene 
miei. 
Because we love true and lasting liber- 


ty, the liberty of the genuine constitution of our 
country, we hate the wild reforms which would 
bring us under a mub tyranny, and give us 
statesmen and 
members of parliament from 


debatingrubs and tap rooms; from woik shop 
and poor-houses. 
But that same regard for li- 


berty which endears to us the British constitu- 
tion, must, in the quarrel between Spain and 
her colonies, place us on tho side of the latter. 
The question on legitimacy has two extremes. 
Ow reformers have scoffed at it, because they 
ere republicans in principle, and malignantly 
opposed to hereditary governments of every 
kind. 
This is one extreme; that on the other 


tide is the notion, that it gives indefeasible and 
unconditional rights. 
This is the nonsense of 


ages where artifice governed by the agency of 
prejudice. 
Whether expressed or not, there is 


and in the nature of things, must be, a com- 
pact between them who govern and those who 
are governed; there are rights and duties on 
both sides, and the neglect of the duties abro- 
gates the rights. 
This is the great basis of 


civil liberty ; but from this solid foundation it 
may be removed, both by popular faction and 
by regal encroachment. 
When the duties on 


either side are so far neglected as to destroy 
the rights, is at all times a difficult and delicate 
question, and every good citizen will be very 
long, and very patient, before he comes to a 
conclusion against his government,which must 
involve, when once it becomes general, a re- 
turn to at least temporary anarchy and disor- 
ganization. 
His a point not to be determined 


by every political writting or doting theorist. 
It cannot be fairly determined under those 
temporary pressures of distress, which the ig- 
norantor designing are ever ready to attribute 
to their own government, tho' they may be 
the result of causes which no government can 
conlroul. 
When such a state of things exist. 


it 
must be one of permanent character, and 


apprehended, because felt by the community 
of all ranks at large. 
This, we conceive, is, 


the case in the Spanish-American dependen- 
cies. 
The principle of resistance has struck 


' deep in all ranks, and is felt, more or less, in 
all places, and has been long felt. 
The colo- 


nies have been long mismanaged, and the con- 
«tajitly deteriorating state of the Spanish Euro- 
pean government has disabled it both from go- 
verning them justly, and from affording them 
protection, without which tbe claims to govern 
are without support. 


Assuming, therefore, that the right is on the 


side ofthe independents, let us inquire on what 
principles the British government can engage 
in a just mediation. 
On the one hand, such 


a mediator must require for Spain, sovereignty 
and revenue ; and, on the other, for the Ameri- 
can provinces, a proper share in the national 
representation, and a colonial system, which 
shall not check their industry, nor prevent the 
expansion of political rights into all the orders 
offreemen of which the country is composed. 
We can conceive of no just ground of inter- 
position by way of mediation but this. 
The 


right to become independent is already, we 
conceive, substantiated on the part of the co- 
lonists, and idiots, indeed, would they be, if 
they were to give up that right, without ex- 
pressly and minutely marking the terms of the 
new compact. 
If Great Britain become the 


mediatrix on liberal principles, much 
blood- 


shed and coafusion will be saved in the colo- 
nies, not yet, perhaps, sufficiently matured for 
complete independence; and the additiunal 
weakening of European Spain would also be 
prevented ; a circumstance of considerable im- 
portance with teferenee to the balance of pow- 
er 
in Europe.' 
If, however, the British 
go- 


vernment should demand for Spain sovereign- 
ty, without the check of native rights and re- 
strictions, and revenue, without regulation it 
by the protection and good government afford- 
ed by the parent state, and without giving 
action to tha industry and commerce, which 
only can supply it without injury, the media- 
tion will be censurable in limine ; it will be a 
poor and disgraceful, and, as we believe, a hope- 
less attempt, to check the progress of prin- 
ciples, and arrest the career and improvement 
of a large portion of the globe. 


But, on whatever principles the mediation is 


undertaken, we hope it is wilh no understand- 
ing, that, in case of the non-compliance of the 
colonies with the 
terms which it may seem 


proper to the British government to propose, 
the power of this country shall be employed in 
any manner or proportion to enforce them. 
We hope the rumour of Sir G. Cockburn's 
expedition is unfounded—A military mediation 
would be most unpopular, and we think justly 
to. 
Let what can be interposed of good and 


moderate counsel : but for arms, let os leave 
them entirely to those lo whom the quarrel 
exclusively belongs. 


FROM NEW-YORK PAPERS. 


A small work has recently been pnblis!i»d in 


this city by Messrs. 
Van 
Wink!« & Wiley, 


entitled—" Manuscript transmitted from St. 
Helena, by an unknown channel, -translated 
from the French"—This work excited conside- 
rable attention in England, when it first made 
its appearance there. 
The question—whether 


it be the product of Bonaparte himself, or of 
some other hand—has, as far as we have seen, 
been left to the judgment of individuals, and 
must probably be decided in a great measure 
upon internal evidence. 


Whether this book be genuine or spurious, 


it is a singular performance. 
We do not 
al- 


lude to much to the character of its style and 
composition, as to the sentiments it contains, 
and the motives, which it states to have influen- 
ced and governed the conduct of the hero of it. 
If it could be proved to be genuine, we should 
consider it as a very important production, be- 
cause it wonld disclose many interesting facts 
and principles relative to the character and 
conduct of a man, who commanded a greater 
share of public attention, for fifteen years, than 
all others on the human theatre. 
The revolu- 


tionary system is exhibited here in all its ener- 
gy. 
Speaking of Bonaparte in 1796, the wri- 


ter says" it was necessary to establish therevo- 
lutionary system, inorder to unite thatcountry 
to France by common principles and common 
interests ; in other words, it was necessary to 
destroy the ancient order of things and esta- 
blish equality ; because this is the vital essence 
ofrevolutions."—This is represented as having 
been the grand moving spirit of the times, and 
the man. 
It was not, however, revolut on in 


its common acceptation and meaning—that is, 
changing an old government for a new one, an 
oppressive government for a free one. 
A Very 


different idea is conveyed in this book. 
Re- 


ferring to his party of the 18th Fructidor, Bo- 
naparte says, or is made to say—" I had favour- 
ed it because it was mine, and because it was 
the only one calculated to push on the revolu- 
tion."—Again, after his return from Egypt 
*' I determined to be master of the revolution, 
for I did not choose to be merely its chief: that 
part did not suit me" 
By "revolution," was 


meant a complete subversion of every thing 
that was old, and the establishment ofa sys- 
tem entirely new—a new dynasty, a new set of 
nobility, new military officers, new laws, new 
police, new boundaristo states, nations, and 
empires. " I clearly taw," says he, " that I 
should have to overcome greatobstacles, before 
I succeeded: for there was a necessary antipa- 


thy between the old and «em systems. 
They 


formed iwo matses whose interestt were preci- 
se'y in an inverse ratio." —"I was at the head 
of a greatfaction which would fain have des- 
troyed the system on which the world had gont 
en since the time of the Romms." 


The only machine which he considered ne- 


cessary to accomplish this great object, wat 
POWER. 
"' It was necessary to become the 


1 


strongest ; for I was not only called to govern 
France, but to subdue tbe world before her; 
otherwise she would have been enslaved by the 
■ 


world " Again—" There is but one secretfori 
governing the world—BE 
STRONG : in] 
rtrcnglh°lkere can be neithererror nor decep- 
tion : it is truth undisguised." 


Freedom was no object with Bonaparte, ac- 


cording to the writer of this book. 
Greatness 


was ihe sum and substanco which his system 
and exertions had i 1 view. 
The republican 


from of government, " says he, " could no lon- 
ger erist, because ancient monarchies will not 
be converted into republics. 
The desire of 
Franeewas NATIONAL GREATNESS."— 
" I could not become a king;" saysBonaparte, 
" the title wasworn out: it excited definite and 
preconceived ideas ; and it was important that 
my title, like the nature of mypower shouldbe 
new"—/ took the name of Emperor, because it 
was greater, and less defined" 
And he saya 


explicitly, at the time he was about entering 
uuon the war with Russia, that—" the policycf 
princes should now have been in hisfavour, 
for it Kas no longer his office to shake thrones, 
but strengthen l/iem." 


The foregoing extracts will shew, that the 


sentiments placed here in the mouth of that 
great revolutionary Chief, are not only very 
important in themselves, but they are such a* 
he may well be supposed to have entertained. 
The book is full of those of an equally impor- 
tant character. 
We have read it wilh a good 


deal of ioterert, and we have no doubt it will 
produce similar effects upon the minds of o- 
thers who may have an opportunity to peruse it. 


Pernambuco.—The schr. Aurora, Bliffens, 


which sailed from New York in March lastfor 
Perotraboco, 
lias returned, with her outward 


cargo, having been turned off that port by the 
Portuguese lilockading squadron, on the 13th 
May last. 
Capt. Blittens learnt nothing of 


the state of the revolution. 
The force which 


he observed off Pernambuco, consisted of three 
vessels of war. 
The commander of the squa- 


dron ordered capt.Bliffens to goon board the 
sloop of war with his papers. 
When on board,

ter. It was further observed, that the Aurora 
could enter 
at St. Salvadore or any other 


ports to the windward, but that the ports to the 
leeward were all blockaded.

buco, to water, but were not permitted to go in. 


The commander of the sloop of war informed 


capt. Bliffens, that the port was full of Ameri- 
can and British vessels.

EXTRAORDINARY CALF. 


A calf, the offspring of a cow belonging tn 


Mr. James Harry, of this place, was dropped 
on Wednesday last, which, among thousands 
of instance-, exhibits the wonderful operations 
of nature in the most extraordinary degree. 
The calf weighed at its birth fifty five and an 
half pounds—has one head and two bodies, 
which joinunder the shouldersnear the heart ; 
its hinderparts are distinctly and perfectly for- 
med; there is but little, if any, difference in 
in the size of the bodies—there are eight legs, 
all properly formed and of usual size, one set 
of which are placed in their proper order ; the 
hind legs of the other set appear also to bo ir» 
proper order, but the fore legs are on the back, 
near the junction of the bodies !—There it but 
one heart, which is perfectly formed —two sets 
oflungs—two windpipes, one of them impervi. 
ous and placed where the gullet* (of which 
there is none) should have been ; there are 2 
livers, and four kidneys; two distinct spines, 
connected at the posterior part of each jaw— 
the pulmonary artery (or the artery which sup- 
plies the lungs) was calculated to serve the 
purpose of distributing the blood through the 
body.

that our ignorance of the anatomy of the ani- 
mal species, and of technical phrases, preven- 
ted our giving it in terms which would perhaps 
have been more acceptable to the faculty. 
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
